TO WIT ORDINANCE SO. 25, 


An Ordinance to provide for the lighting of 
tue streets aud alleys of Bono, and other 
purposes 


B* it ordained by the Board of County Com- 
missioners ot Wasuoe county. Nevada. 


SEOTIOSI—That for tha purpose of lighting 
tho streets, alleys and public grounds and 
places of Reno, Woshoe county, Nevada, and 
the business and private houses therelu with 
electric light, permission and authority is 
hereby given J. L Stevenson, of Reno, his 
heirs and assigns, to use tne streets and alleys 
for the purpose of erecting pales, standards, 
lamps and othor appliances necessary to gen- 
erate and convey, aud use electricity for il- 
luminating purposes, und the maintenance 
and repairs thereoi, for a period of 30 yeats 
provided, that no poles or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as to mater- 
ially Interfere with tb.o said sidewalks, streets 
and public places, for business cr travel, and 
that n* main wires on the principal streets 
shall be lower than twenty feet from said 
streets. 


SECTION 2—That the abov* authority and 
permission is given in consideration of and 
upon the condition that the said J L. Steven- 
sou, his heirs or assigns, shall commence to 
construct and put in the necessary plant for 
making or distributing aa electric current for 
the purpose of furnishing electric lights la 
the business portions of lieno, within six 
months from 'ho date hereof, Oct. 4,1886, and 
shall have said plant in operation within 12 
months from ti e date hereof, and should the 
said J. L. Stevenson, his heirs or assigns, fall 
to comply with the foregoing conditions, then 
this Ordinance shall be void. 


SIOTION 3— This Ordinance shall take effect 
and bo in force from the earliest period allowed 
by law.

It has shown i iaeJi , to friend to Nevada, 
because, among its f jst act a of adminicbtatiou, 
it closed the United States. Mint in Coraon City, 
in utter violation of tbe Ian ,'to the great detri- 
ment of every mfaer and silver producer in 
this State in particular, ant 1 of the »nblio in 
;en«al. It hai gerioculy i mpaired our mail 
.acuities, without shadow e f just excuse. U 
has outraged the express will ot Congress, and 
ied to this people their i ights by its unex- 
ned and conttonod refra al to execute the

capital of this Stftto. It has used the 
entire power of thu Administration to destroy 
silver as money, and by a reiusnl to execute 
the law and pay out silver for Government 
dues has kept the metal out of circulation, and 
by various devices it has reduced the price of 
silver since the inauguration ot President 
Cleveland more than fifteen per cent 
It has 
closed many of our sil\er miiiea, und thrown 
thousands of honest laboreis out of employ- 
ment.

of low-priced foreign labor, so us to proteci 
tho interests of American wugc-woikers, and 
for the development of American industries 
We demand in behulf of our mming interests 
the maintenance oi the present tariff oil lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions, 
and in behult oi our wool-growing interest* a 
restoration ot the wool tarttt of 18M, and wa 
denounce the recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority in the National House ot llepieaenca- 
tives to pass the Mo rlson bill reducing the 
tariff on the products ol uu. mines and placing 
wool on the free list 


IV. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
becoming landowners. Tbe public domain 
should be reserved as homesteads tor actual 
settlers, and the accumulation of large tracts 
or bodies ot land in the bauds oi corporations 
or individuals should be discoura ed, and in 
tho case of land grunts to railroad corporations 
\\here tho corporations have failed to comply 
with the conditions ot the grants the land 
should be forfeited to tho General Government, 
and held for thu benefit of actual settlers. 


V. 


We favor the intelligent organization of la- 
bor for such woi thy purposes as mutual edu- 
cation and for the protection of their interests 
in oil things relating to their welfare and to 
the industrial weliure of the country, and wo 
luvor the enactment of State and Rational 
laws providing tor the settlement of contro- 
versies between employers and employees by 
methods ot voluntary arbitration, ui by the 
establishment of comtsof conciliation, which 
will avoid the wisfcfi, loss aud ill-ioeling ic- 
sultiug irom strikes and lock-uuts, aud the 
usual expensa of litigatloii,

We denounce the action of the Demociatic

We commend the efforts of Senjtor Jones and 
Congressman Woodburn in obtaining an ap- 
propriation of $JU,( 00 for public land surveys 
in this State, and «c condemn the action of the 
Commissioner of tho General Land Office in 
wi hholding moneys appropriated foi that pur- 
pose, and particularly condemn the uoiion ot 
senator Fair in absenting himbelf from Wash- 
ington during all iho tii»e when oppropria 
tions tor this Stato were under coasiderntion 
by the Senate. 


We cndcrse tho action of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woortburu in their cnortb to sup- 
press polygamy in Utah, aud to check the 
jiiowth of disloyalty to tho Government in that 
Territory, and we lolly enJorse the principles 
oi tho bills introa.«ced lor that puroose by 
Congressman Woodburn. We encloise tbe ac- 
tion of the Bepubllcan Senate in parsing in 
tho onrly days ot tlie last session of Congress a 
bill well calculated to suppress the growing 
evil of polygamy, and check the growth ef tbe 
hostile power of the Mormon Chinch, which is 
threatening the peace and tainishing the good 
name ol the United States 
We condemn the

The paramouBt interest of civilization re- 
quires that the money used as a circulating me- 
dium in any country shall at all timeg bonr a 
constant ratio to tho increasing population o( 
that country. Contraction of the currency in- 
volves all financial uvils to whiUi a nation can 
be subjected, among which are robbery oi the 
debtor, stagnation of business, reduction of 
wages and tbe enslavement of the masses f o\ the 
benefit of bondholders and grasping creditors. 
V\ e denounce the bondholders' conspiracy to de 
monetize silver and contract tho money of the 
world to a singta gold standaid as a crime 
against civilization 
It would double the obli- 
gation of bonds and all other contracts for tht1 
payment of money, which now aggregate in the 
civilized world the enormous eum of more tbau 
one hundred thou&end million dollars, aud 
thereby make the rich richer anil the poor 
poorer, and impoverish the maisoi for the bene- 
fit ol the favored few 
We are. therefore, in 
favor of the free and unlimited colnaee of both 
sold and silver upon the basis now provided by 
law. 


XII. 


We condemn the Democratic UOUSH of Repre- 
sentatives for refusing to make the necessary 
apptopiiationa for the construction oi u mutable 
navy for the defense of our commerce and the 
protection of our citizens at home and abroad, 
and we particularly condemn it for refusing to 
make any appropriation for fortifications to pro- 
tect our extensive seacoost while there was a 
vast surplus iu the Treasury, and thousands of 
laborers out of employment.

Ha wanted $1,DOO, and thought he 
could pass ths bill, I refused and said 
that I wouldn't pay a cent to get it 
through; that I didn't think I had much 
show; that if they wanted to, they might 
lobby it through. 


We weut home together, and in fur- 


ther conversation upon tbe matter, 
Thompson wanted me to pay something 
towards expenses. He first wanted 9500 
and I refused to do anything with it. 
The next morning I agreed to allow 
$300 for his expenses. 


I never authorized Thompson to ex- 


pend the money he testified to; did not 
authoriz8 
anything more than the 


amount of his expenses. 


Had a sstiloment afterwards with 


Thompson, and demand ad the money. 


This settlement was in tha dining 


room of my residence; Thompson threw 
down the money, counted it, and said 
tkat he had spent $1,000, whieh I know 
before, however, from Beck or some 
one. I told Thompson that I hadn't 
agreed to spend that much. Thompson 
said that it was all right, that the bill 
had passed, and that 1 would get my 
money back, over and above my price 
for the property. 


The foregoing is all the evidence ad-

At the instance of ,the defendant as
